TELEPHONE CONFERENCE 
On June 11, 2003, Applicant's attorney, Lin C. Hsu, 
Examiner Ravibi, and Examiner Wang conducted a telephone 
conference. During the telephone conference, Mr. Hsu, 
Examiner Ravibi, and Examiner Wang discussed the present 
Application, the cited reference, and the present Claims. 
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Specifically, Mr. Hsu pointed out to Examiner Ravibi and 
Examiner Wang that the present Application deals with a pixel 
border region that is separate from a frame buffer region. 
In particular, the pixel. border region displays a display 
attribute that is not image data, and wherein the frame 
buffer region displays an image.
